TO-DAY’S 
MISCELLANY. 


That a stylist so strongly in- 
dividual as Ruskin should consent 
to be edited is a fact not generally 
koown. But last month there was 
sold by auction ‘the boldégraph 
MS. of his little work, “My First 
Editor; an Autobiographical Rem- 
iniscence.” It is dated Febro- 
ary 1.1878, and was later reprinted 
in “On the Oid Rbad.” The 
editorial friend was Mr. W. H. 
Harrison, and, says Ruskin in the 
MS., "Not a book of mine for good 
30 years,-but went, every word of 
it, under his careful eyes twiee 
over.’’ For this kind mentor would 
discover when “there wasn’t mom- 
initane, ora genaline.or a con- 
junction” where there should be. 
The script was sold for £3 10s. 
Five minutes earlier, in the same 
saleroom, a Book of Hours was 
knocked down for £1,600. 

The Crypt Chapel, which was 
the scene of the wedding of Lieut.- 
Commander Hilton Young, M.P., 
and Lady Scott, widow of the 
great explorer, is about thé only 
part of the old Houses of Parlia- 

‘ment which was spared by the 
destructive fire of 1834." Barry 
incorporated the chapel founda- 
tions in his new building, and 
presumably found them in- 
sufficient material out of which 
to reconstruct 4 church, for not a 

. vestige of pré-Reformation work 
is left to the sight. Christenings 
and «marriages were the only 
ceremonies which took place in 
the Crypt until recently, when a 
memorial eervice was held for

| the extraordinary trial of Eleanor 

Duchess of Gloucester, wife of 

the famous Lord Protentor, who 

was accused of treason and found 
guilty of witchcraft in an 
ecclesiastical synod through the 
intrigues of Cardinel ‘Beaufort. 
A poeresa,. whether, by her own 
right or by marriage, shares with 
peers immunity of civil arrest and 
enjoys ‘the privilege in judicial 
proceedings of giving her verdict 
upon honour, and not upon oath.
